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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because: the shading, poor contrast and small text used in Figures 10-20 
renders the information in the drawings illegible. 

Applicant is advised to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson 
outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new 
drawings. The corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Claims 1 , 8, and 1 8 are allowable over the closest cited prior art of record 
(Schnellinger et al, US 5642513 A) because "Schnellinger does not disclose 'patch data' 
separate from the medical imaging information as recited in independent claims 1, 8 
and 18. Indeed, to find that the edited medical images corresponded to both the recited 
medical imaging information and the patch data would impermissibly read one of those 
elements out of the claim. " (See page 4 of BPAI decision mailed 6/2/09) 

Claims 2-7, 8-1 7, and 1 9 inherit the allowable features of claim 1 , 8, and 1 8 
through dependency and are therefore also allowable.
